A couple of months ago, I mentioned I'd scooped a couple of EX Signal 
Shifter parts units, and planned to come up with a working one. 


Well, the great day has come. I took the cleaner chassis, stripped it 
down completely, rounded up enough capacitors, chokes, and turret parts 
to build one, cleaned them up. All new wiring, all new little 
resistors and caps. Looks nice. 


Fired it up, and I am getting output, but it is low. One problem I 
have is that I don't have the correct schematic for it, so don't know 
what value resistor should be in the oscillator grid leak. I consulted 
my ouija board and put in the highest value (150K) that made any sense, 
because that was what was in both old units (highly modified) as a grid 
leak. I suspect it should be somewhere between 20K and 40K. This is a 
value that would have been selected in design testing, and while I can 
experiment with the thing and probably home in on a suitable value, it 
would be nice to know what was originally supposed to be there. 


Anybody know what value the grid leak resistor is supposed to be on an 
EX Signal Shifter? 


I have, thus far, only brought the thing up to see if it would work and 
done a cursory tweakup on it. Other things being equal, I'll have to 
get out the wavemeter and scope and start looking at signal levels. At 
least I've got signal, so that's a good sign. I thought I was in fat 
city in that both parts units had 6U5/6G5's in them, but it's obvious 
that they were left in the units because they are dim-dim-dim. Ought 
to chase down a new 6V6 and 807 for the thing, but the rest of it is 
either like new or brand new.

It seems to be worse on band 2 (1.34-3.45) and varies throughout the band 
being less at the high end, and terrible right smack dab on 160 meters (of 
course!). The receiver is nice and quiet on the double conversion bands -- 
like I would have expected it to be everywhere. If I set the audio output 
meter at © dB reference on the high bands, the internal (NO antenna) noise in 
the range of 160 runs between +10 and +15 dB on the meter -- quite a large 
change! 


It does hear on 160 -- but not as well as the trusty HQ-180A. WWV at 2.5MHz 
is good and strong on the HQ180A, but puny and noisy on the SP. It has been 
aligned by the book and all the tubes checked/swapped. None of the alignment 
points are "dead", which seems to rule out the RF/IF transformers in the front 
end. This background noise is about as bad on 80 meters. 


The source of the noise is somewhere between the antenna and the 455KHz Gate 
(V7). THe following kill the noise -- pulling V7, pulling the 1st oscillator 
(V4 - 6C4) or switching to the 1st osc selector to EXT, and pulling the 1st 
mixer (V3 - 6BE6). So I know its in the front end somewhere. Neither of the 
RF amps have much effect. 


I'd believe there's a problem in the RF strip or perhaps the coil sets in the 
turret, but its (1) ALL the single conversion bands and (2) there's no 
indication of the problem above 7.4MHz. No "visual" problem with the turret 
assemblies. There are only a half-dozen black tubulars in the receiver and 
I've subjected the two in the vicinity of the Gate to an insulation resistance 
test and they're not leaky (>10K Meg). Resistance and voltage checks on the 
Gate are right in line with the manual. 


Still, it sort of behaves like its the 1st mixer/osc. The fact that it is 


only there when the Gate is active, points there, too -- but the stage checks 
ok, and swapping tubes has no effect. So I'm getting really mixed signals 
about where the problem is -- assuming there is a problem. 


Maybe this is just the way it is (??). Anyone have a suggestion? I must be 
overlooking something obvious.

Bill Hawkins wrote about a noise he is hearing on HF from BC to 30 
megs. The clue I think is that the antenna runs to the garage. I get 
a similar crud, spaced about every 80 kHz, throughout the spectrum. 
Sounds like a broadband buzz. I haven't scoped it to see what it looks 
like. 


If you have a garage door opener, try unplugging it. My Genie door 
opener radiates quite badly. The IR photoelectric safety gizmo which 
keeps the door from closing if there is something in the way is at 
fault. There is a transmitter module on one side of the door, and a 
receiver module on the other. An IR beam shines across, and if broken, 
the door can't be closed. The beam is modulated to prevent ambient 


light from jamming the system. They use a Sony remote control chip to 
create some digital hash on the beam. Tricky, but not HF receiver 
friendly. 


I've tried a bunch of things to shut it up, but the only thing that 
works well is unplugging it while I listen. I swear, if it isn't one 
thing, it's another!

When I worked in Tek engineering, we had a stock of Oak switch parts 
from which you could make up your own, any configuration you wanted. 


Actually, prototyping at Tek was very easy. I recall, on the 545B, 
getting a 545A frame from production that had been built up without any 
vertical amplifier installed, and unpunched sheet metal for the 545A 
vertical amplifier, to prototype a new amplifier. Of course, we got to 
get the box that came from manufacturing working first. Once we got 
something working, we'd then have parts made so that we could have a 
few prototypes built. The next thing that happened always was that a 
prototype would head off to a trade show, complete with a custom-made 
front panel cover. 


There was a big cartoon sheet that floated around about 
"Tentative-tronix Tentative Scopes" because so many prototypes ended up 
at trade shows to test the market reaction. It had a Tek field 
engineer carrying the message about the latest Tentative-tronix product 
to a customer, with bells, whistles, sparklers, and the customer 
heaving into the wastebasket, which didn't slow the Tek guy down a bit. 
There was also a bit about calling on the direct line to the customer 
service back-order dept. to order a cathode follower probe----probe 
now, cathode follows, two weeks (I'd be thrilled to get a P80 on that 
deal right now). And anyway, whats the matter with you, if you don't 
like 50 ohms (sampling scopes had 50 ohm inputs unless you used CF 
probes). 


I still recall that there was some medical application for which one of 
Tek's standard scopes was ideal, but the M.D.'s wouldn't buy it. 
Instead, they were buying some "made for doctors by doctors" box that 
had a black crackle cabinet, lousy grounding, and an old 5BP1 CRT, 
because it was marked with MD language. Next thing you know, some 
custom-made front panel covers went out to somebody to swap with what 
was normally on the scope (about a half hour job to change), completely 
engraved with made for doctors by doctors markings. 


Back to the Oak switches, I still call all wafer switches Oak switches, 
although a lot of them were made by Centralab and other manufacturers. 
Oak manufacturing is still making switches, and I imagine you could get 
some of this from them----if you were willing to pay through the nose, 
or promise order of hundreds of wafers to follow on.
